When I recur to the time of oar first acquaint'* 
ance and the formation of our unicm in Ahe bands of 
marriage, I cannot but believe that as the servant 
of Abraham w^ directed bj the (kvour of Heaven 
when seeking a wife for Isaac, so the goodness 
of Isaac's God was evident unto me : our union 
being formed under the serious consideration of 
the expediency of seeking a blessing, as our pros- 
pects of a settlement in the world were not-fiatt^r* 
ing. There was no disposition on- either side 
to deceive : we knew Aat although wo had re- 
pntable . parents, the calamities occasioned 'by 
the late war in America had been such, that ihey 
eould do- but little for us. They had taught us 
to lo^ to Israel's Grod for a blessii^, by seeking' 
to serve Him in our day, and what betteiHehd^a- 
vours for our advantage-could they have bestowed 
upon us, or what could they have given us of 
greater value to engage us to revere their memory,^ 
and to reflect upon their exaniples, so as to endea* 
vonr to follow them as they had followed Christ.

cumstances which gave rise to the preceding^ 
address, id extracted with very little variation^ 
from a letter from Ruth Hallock to her friend : 
Henry Hnll, dated Stanford, 16th of Fourth > 
month, 1812. ,i 

^^ I shall now endeavour to give thee the best . 
iafiHrraation of which I am capable, of a very* 
trying visitation that seenis spreacUng over oar « 
land, and to have &llen hisiivily on the ni^igh*' 
bourhood of Stanford. The physicians call it a« 
malignant pleurisy, or inflammation on the lui^gs.) 
The first that fell a victim in our neighbourhood^ 
wai9 Henry Clapp, who was on a visit tp hia. 
mother, he cUed about the 20th of Second month ; • 
after which it seoned to spread towards the neigh- » 
bourhood of Stanford, and up and about JohuL 
GMffioird's. ' His wife was veiy ill and her recovery . 
mm quite deqiaired of for some time. Thy pre-« 
cious ^arah was with her several days until shot 
gave hopes of recovieiy ; she theni^urned home,.: 
visaed the: sid^and comforted the mourners^ after 
which she attended the ftmeral of Obadiah Height, 
about the SOih of Third month, where I under- 
stood she appeared in the exercise of her gift to 
the comfort of many present. About thia time
